Luke 8:35b-39 



"When they came to Jesus, they found the man from whom the demons had gone out, sitting at Jesus' feet, 
dressed and in his right mind; and they were afraid." Does that seem like a strange reaction? A perverse reac- 
tion? They were so afraid that they asked Jesus to leave them. Where is their compassion? Can they not find 
joy that their neighbor's agony is ended? 

But they are right to be afraid. They have witnessed a terrifying power. What if He means to remove then 
demons, too? Life was more comfortable with the demon -possessed man raving among the tombs, and no one 
challenging "the way things are". As long as the demon -possessed man was there, they all looked pretty good 
by comparison. Who was going to bother them? But in the quiet that followed the expulsion of the demons, 
suddenly they didn't look so good. 

They asked Jesus to leave. He obliged them. But he left the healed man behind , a constant witness to His 
power and love. We can ask Him to leave, but apparently we are never safe from the challenge of His power- 
ful redeeming love.
